SUSPENSION URGED 


Presidential Veto Deem- 
ed Certain Unless House 
Reduces Provisions of 
Revamped Bill.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—(UN)— 

The senate passed the disabled World 
War veterans’ pension bill tonight 
after increasing its payments heavily 
and authorizing pensions for disabili- 
ties caused by wartime “vicious hab- 
its’—both of which are disapproved 
by President Hoover. The vote was 
55 to 11. 

It was the third open break of the 
day between the two houses. The dis- 
agreements created a legislative jam) 
which may keep congress in session 
for a week or 10 days longer. The 
other two breaks, delaying the second 
deficiency and District of Columbia 
appropriation bills, already have 
brought the district and the Wicker- 
sham commission to operation on a 
“bankrupt basis” with payment of 
salaries contingent upon final passage 
of the delayed measures. 

The pension bill as it passed the 
senate was amended to a point where 
it is scarcely recognizable as the off- 
shoot of the administration bill passed 
by the house. It carried pensions of 
from $20 to $60 a month, as com- 
pared with $12 to $40 in the house 
bill. 

Unless the house cuts down the 
rates, a presidential veto is foreseen. 
Mr. Hoover has disapproved of the 
proposal adopted by the senate, au- 
thorizing payments to veterans who 
contracted soéial diséases in the-sery- 
ice, in other bills, and he has also 
indicated in no uncertain terms that a 
bill carrying as large an expenditure 
as this one will not meét with his 
approval, 

Senator La _ Follette, republican, 
Wisconsin, leading today’s debate for 


democrats, Walsh, of Massachusetts, 
and Connally, of Texas, denounced the 
‘administration as “niggardly” for ex- 
pecting disabled veterans to live on 
the smaller pensiWwns. It was adopted 
37 to 26. The 6 were all repub- 
licans, but 28 democrats joined with 
9 republicans to vote it in. The nine 
republicans were Blaine and La Fol- 


‘lette, Wisconsin; Cuttin, New Mex- 
ico; Dale, Vermont; Hatfield, West 


The senate passed the bill once 
without a record vote, but on request 
of Senator Harris, democrat, Geor- 
gia, a roll call was taken, the lineup 
being 55 to 11, with opponents all re- 
publicans. The 11 were Bingham, 
Walcott, Connecticut; Borah, Idaho, 
Fess, Ohio; Goldsborough, Maryland; 
Hastings, Delaware; Hebert and Met- 
calf, Rhode Islahd; Moses, New 
Hampshire; Sullivan, Wyoming, and 
Vendenberg, Michigan. 

The vote indicated Without doubt 
that the senate would override the 
president’s veto if one is forthcoming. 
An attempt to compromise and accept 
the measure is expected, however, as 
a veto if upheld would frustrate re- 
publican promises for some sort of 
veterans’ aid legislation. 

The senate appropriations commit- 
tee took aggressive action in its fight 
against the house on the District ap- 
propriation bill. The resolution passed 


the house yesterday, continuing last 
year’s expenses for current expenses, 
was amended to include the whole ap- 
propriation as passed by the senate, 
including the controverted $12,000,000 
federal-aid contribution to the District 
support. House leaders demand that 
this amount be restricted to §$9,- 


This amounts to an ultimatum that 
there will be no adjournment of con- 
gress until and unless the house 
grants a compromise.

Former Premier of 

France Launches Bitter 
Onslaught in Americah 
Nations Meet. 


PARIS, July 1—4(#)—The “Week 
of American Nations,” organized by 
the France-America committee,  to- 
night developed an unexpected attack 
upon the new United States tariff 
by former President Raymond Poin- 
care. 

Presiding at a dinner to the dele- 
gates in the committee's headquarters, 
M. Poincare took thé United States 
to task for its recent economic poli- 
cies. 

“These unhappy incidents of recent 
years,” was the way the former pres- 
ident and former premier described 
the developments to which he took ex- 
ception, attacking “above all those of 
the last two or three months, which 
come as the result of blind economy 
and selfish nationalism.” 

“There is a crisis in the friendship 
of the nations, which if it is not tem- 
edied promptly, wilk grow worse. 
Countries that try to antagonize oth- 
er peoples will find that they are at- 
tached to those other peoples by bonds 
they cannot break.” 

Philippe Roy, Canadian minister to 
Franee, also spoke, referring to “at 
least three attempts on the part of 
the United States to seduce Canada, 
which failed because Canada is bound 
to remain faithful to Great Britain.” 

M. Poincare’s onslaught upon. the 
tariff policies. that culminated im. the 
Hawley-Smoot bill took the Ameri- 
cans present by surprise, and left 
them rather stunned. But the South 
Americans seemed to relish the way 
their northern neighbor was being 
hauled over the coals.

paign.” 

Holding that Senator Harris’ vote 
against Judge Parker’s confirmation 
to the supreme court was “a deadly 
blow at white supremacy,” the state- 
ment declares that the senator's re- 
sentment against Mrs. McCormick for 
having defeated Senator Deneen, who 
voted with him against Judge Parker, 
is misplaced because Mrs. McCormick 


“would do the same thing on account 
of the 300,000 negroes in Illinois.” 

Governor Slaton again attacks Sen- 
ator Harris on his attitude to the 
League of Nations and World Court, 
declaring, “If I: had not opposed him 
for senator he,would have pointed to 
his unanimous election as justifica- 
tion for his. advocacy of the league 
and the court.” * 

Slaton takes eognizance of the 
senior senator's reference to campaign 
finances by charging that ‘he in- 
dulges in cheap demagogy about. my 
spending. money to be.elected.” He 
adds the charge that Hargis has beer’ 
réceiving mMioney from the govern- 
ment. “Yet,” the statement. continues, 
“when I hire clerks, buy stamps and 
pay for the printing of my announce- 
ment, he threatens me with a sena- 
torial committee investigation.” 


Statement in Full. 


The statement of former Governor 
Slaton in full is as follows: 

“Never did a candidate betray such 
fright as did Senator Harris in his 
card of June 30. 

“If I had not opposed him for sen- 
ator he would have pointed to his 
unanimons election as justification for 
his advocacy of the League of Na- 
tions and the World Court. His one 
vote might have thrown us into the 
whirlpool of European wars. 

“Now, either my article converted 
him, emphasized by the heavy head- 
lines in Sunday’s papers that Italy 
and France were fortifying their fron- 
tiers, or he heard from home the roar 
of protest against his position. 

“In any event, he abandons the 
principle of his.dead chieftain, Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson, and reverses 
his whole attitude by opposing the 
League of Nations.

LESSON OF THE PANIC. 

Very slowly, but very strongly, it 
is penetrating the minds of the 
business leaders of the nation that 
Wall Street speculation was not the 
only cause of the stock market 
panic of last fall. 

The bottom fact that caused the 
collapse of the market value of 
stocks and bonds of railroads, util- 
ities, industrials and commodities 
was the reduced power of the whole 
people to buy sufficiently to guar- 
antee dividends and interest pay- 
ments on the current flotations and 
to absorb the outputs of commodi- 
ties. 

When agriculture is unprofitable 
and farmers sinking more deeply 
into debt; when travel and freight 
car loadings decline heavily; when 
salaries sink and wages weaken, with 
accompanying volumes of unem- 
ployment, the investment values 
of stocks and bonds must inevitably 
follow into the general depression. 

Mere speculative manipulations 
upon the stock and produce markets 
cannot sustain for long the unre- 
munerative prices of the stocks and 
bonds dependent upon the rails, the 
power and light plants, the factories 
and investment corporations of pop- 
ular service. 

The newly-enforced lesson {fs that 
the people must prosper before 
business can make profits. Hence 
the first work of government -and 
capital is to promote the prosperity 
of the people at large and the peo- 
ple will then keep business active, 
healthy and profitable.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


For’ several months the two 
houses of congress have been dead- 
locked over the appropriation bill 
for the District of Columbia, now 
practically wholly covered by the 
city of Washington, the capital of 
the nation. The house insists that 
only $9,000,000 shall be given from 
the national treasury for the upkeep 
of the District, as for some years 
past, while the senate wishes to 
raise that to $12,000,000 as a more 
equitable contribution. 


The status of the nation’s capital 
is one of the curious anomalies of 
our federal system. When Jeffer- 
son and Hamilton compromised the 
capital issue by agreeing to locate 
the seat of the federal government 
on the Potomac river, concessions 
were made by Maryland and Vir- 
ginia to constitute a federal District 
ten miles square lying upon both 
Sides of the river. In 1845. con- 
gress receded the Virginia: part of 
the district to that state, reducing 
the District to about six miles 
Square on the east, or Maryland, 
side of the stream; but those facts 
cut no figure in the situation now. 

The constitution provides among 
the powers delegated to the con- 
gress one “to exercise exclusive 
legislation in all cases whatsoever 
over such district (not exceeding 
ten miles square) as may, by ces- 
sion of particular states and. the 
acceptance of congress, become the 
Seat of government of the United 
States,” which power remains com- 
plete in the congress, without let 
(or hindrance by the residents of 
the District. They are disfranchised, 
are unrepresented in the congress, 
and their municipal affairs are ad- 
ministered by officers appointed by 
the president, confirmed by the 
Senate, or otherwise designated un- 
der the laws made by the congress.

Shooting Attracted Attention. 


The double shooting of Ernest and 
Elizabeth Kich attracted considerable 
attention here more than a year ago.

One night they engaged 
in a quarrel in the home of Eich’s 
father. A series of shots was heard 
and other. members of the family 
rushed in and found Mrs. Eich dead 
and Ernest dangerously wounded. 

Ernest Eich insisted his wife had 
shot him and then killed herself. A 
coroner's jury found that Elizabeth 
had come to her death as a result 
of a bullet wound in the back, which 
the jury declared would have been 
impossible for her to fire herself.

| Henri Cochet, ranked as the first tennis player in the world, banked upon 
_as the main defensive ace in the struggle for the Davis cup, seems to 
be the next in line. His defeat by Wilmer Allison, of Texas, at Wimble- 
don was one of the great upsets of sport, and yet there had been at 
least some warning of the overthrow. Borotra had beaten him less than 
two weeks ago and the Belgian champion had taken him to five sets. 


It remained for the brilliant play of Allison to break through 
completely and change the entire status of the Davis cup. This 
doesn’t mean that Cochet is through. It simply means that he 
is no longer the dominating figure in tennis that he has been for 
two or three years.

NEW .YORK, July 1.—(UN)— 
With the best record of the three 
pennant contenders during the month 
of June, the New York Yankees daily 
loom more dangerous in the American 
league race. 

B; overwhelming the Chicago 
White Sox yesterday, the Yankees won 
their twentieth game out of the last 
28 played and are close on the heels 
. the pace-setting Philadelphia Ath- 
etics. 

“Tf we get the pitching,” comment- 
ed Bob Shawkey, young manager of 
the Yankees today, “well be around 
all the way to the finish.” 

Attempting to add pitching strength 
the Yankees obtained Kenneth Hol- 
loway, hight-handed pitcher from 
Cleveland, on waivers today. Hollo- 
way is 32 and won six games and lost 
five last season, turning in a two-hit 
game on one occasion. 

The Yankees’ new infield of Geh- 
rig, Reese, Lazzeri and Chapman has 
exceeded the fondest expectations of 
Manager Shawkey, and has been in- 
strumenta!l in the latest winning 
streak of the Yankees. 

“T am sold on Lazzeri at shortstop 
and Reese at second,” said Shawkey, 
“and probably will keep them that 
way even after Lary recovers from 
his injury. I think the present com- 
bination is about the best infield the 
Yankees have had in many years.’ 

Looking for the principal reason 
why the Yankees are in the thick of 
the pennant race, one does not have 
to go any further than Babe Ruth. 

Ruth hit his thirtieth home run of 
the season with two men on base Mon- 
day, and is now 11 days and 12 
games ahead of his 1927 schedule, 
when he set his record of 60. 

Ruth’s whirlwind playing has been 
the big inspiration of the entire 
Yankee team. Ruth hit 15 home runs 
during June, the greatest output dur- 
ing June in his career, In only one 
other month, September, 1927, when 
he hit 17 ——— has Ruth ever 
made as many homers. . 

Not only has Ruth been making 
home runs at a terrific clip, but he 
has been performing im sensational 
fashion in the outfield and on the 
bases. He made a great hook slide 
around Willie Kamm at third base 
yesterday when an ordinary player 
would have been out by two feet.

When the 
captain of the company asked for vol- 
unteers to reconnoiter and Jocate the 
position of the machine guns, Silver 
volunteered to go alone. He crawled 
to the right out of firing range of 
the machine guy nest, about 150 vards 
away, discovered the .machine guus 
and opened fire with a rifle. He killed 
four of the gunners, wounded a fifth 


and rushed upon him with bayonet and | 


forced a surrender to permit his com- 
pany to advance. 

Silver’s third citation for bravery 
came later on in the same battle. He 
also has a Distinguished Service Cross 
from the Italian government.

Governor Theolure FE. «christianson, 
of Minnesota, also spoke at this morn- 
ing’s session, voicing a warning 
against what he called an “insidious 
trend toward centralization” in gov- 
ernment and “the practice of offering 
federal subsidies as a spur to state 


After the morning session the gov- 
ernors attended a Rotary Club lunch- 
eon, at which several of them spoke 
over a national radio broadcast, and 
later went on a sightseeing trip, visit- 
ing copper mines and mills. Tonight 
the executives and members of their 
parties attended a lake shore dinner. 

Declaring “the banks do not seek 
a preferred position with respect to 
taxation,” Dr. Cooke urged broaden- 


ing of the basis of taxation and dis- 


tributing the burden. as a means of 
meeting the increased revenue demand- 
ed by enlarged governmental responsi- 
bilities.
